1st. To choose a Moderator to preside in said meeting. 

2d. To bring in your votes for Governor, Councilor, 
Senator, Railroad Commissioner, County Treasurer, Reg- 
ister of Deeds, and County Commissioner. 

3d. To determine the number of Representatives the 
town will choose the present year. 

4th. To choose one or more Representatives to repre- 
sent the town in the General Court to be holden at Con- 
cord on the first Wednesday of June next. 

5th. To bring your votes for a man to represent the 
Third District of New Hampshire in the Congress of the 
United States. | 

6th. To choose a High School Committee for the Stev- 
ens High School for the year ensuing. 

7th. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 
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8th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
yaise for the support of schools the present year. 

9th. To see what sum of money the town wili vote to 
raise for the repair of highways and bridges the ensuing 
year, and determine whether it be paid in labor or money. 

10th. 'l'o raise by vote the necessary amount of money 
to defray the legal expenses of the town the ensuing year. 

11th! To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise to pay debts of the town. 

12th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
pay Engine Men. 

13th. To determine how the school money shall be ‘di- 
vided among the several school districts of the town the 
ensuing year. 

14th. To see what sum of money the town will yoteto 
- raise for the support of street lights the ensuing year. 

15th. To determine by vote the rate of discount, if any, 

the town will allow to persons paying their taxes within 
such periods as the town may limit in accordance with 
Section 17, Chapter 54, General Statutes. 

16th. To see if the town will vote to purchase of Josiah 
W. Deane a tract of land lying southerly of the highway 
leading to the Junction Depot and easterly of the Sullivan 
Railroad, containing sixty acres, more or less, and raise 
and appropriate money therefor, or vote to purchase any 
land for a new cemetery. 

17th. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen to 
sell and deed the house and lot belonging to the town, 
known as the Luther Davis house, south of the Cemetery 
as now laid out. 

18th. To see what sum of money the town will raise and 
appropriate for the Fiske Free Library. 

19th. To see if the town will repair the High School 
building, and what sum of money raise and appropriate 
therefor. 

20th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the support of Stevens High School. 

21st. To see what sum of money the town will vete to. 
raise for the support-of the Claremont Cornet Band the 
ensuing year, 

22d. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum, 
of one hundred and fifty dollars for street music and di- 
vide it soupy between the Claremont Cornet Band and 
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the Mechanics Brass Band now organized in said Clare- 
mont. 

23d. To see if the town will provide a watering-place on 
or near the Common and appropriate money for the same. 

24th. To see if the town will instruct their Representa- 
tives to procure the enactment of a law providing for a 
more just and equitable distribution of the tax levied by 
the State, on the Sullivan County Railroad Co. 

25th. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to provide a set of traverse runners for the new hearse. 

26th. To see if the town will vote to build a reservoir 
on Myrtle Street, also one near the corner of Severance 
and Hast Streets,

Chief Engineer’s Report. 


The Chief Enginer of the Fire Department respectfully 
reports for the year ending March, 1875, that there have 
been two alerms of fire during the year.—one upon the 
‘burning of Miller’s house, June 30th, and one, November 
25th, upon fire taking in the lower saw mill. This last 
proved to be a very slight affair. On both occasions the 
fire department was very prompt and active and did excel- 
lent service. The number of Companies remain the same 
as last year and with the same number of engines and 
amount of hose and other means for extinguishing fires ; 
with the addition of one new reservoir, built during the 
year, at the junction of Hanover with North street. 

We think the depaitment is in all respects in good con-
